NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—His hands in- 
eased in a pair of olf red mittens, and 
his tall, gaunt form swatched in a blue 
chinchilla overcoat, John D. Rockefeller 
voted a straight ticket today after a 40- 
minutes’ wait at his-Sixth avenue poll- 
ing place here. 

“I suppose you cast a good Taft vote?” 
was asked when he came out.

When his automobile 
pulled up at the tailor shop, 30 mefi were 
in the shop and as many outside.

11,000 Behind Bryan. 








FEELS SURE OF STATE 


Believes Cowherd Will Defeat 
Hadley by 29,433 for 
the Governorship.

In a final forecast of, the election re- 
Chairman Rubey wf 
the Democratic State Committee admit- 
ted Tuesday that he expected W., S. 


Cowherd, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, to lose St. Louis by 7000 plurality. 

He added that the official figures 
which he had tabulated, based on de- 
tailed reports from every county in 
the State, showed that Cowherd’s ma- 
jority for Governor, including St. Louis, 
will be 29,433: 

Chairman Howe of the Republican 
City Committee sticks to his original 
estimate of 16,000 Republican majority 
in St. Louis for the entire Republican 
State ticket and an- average of 10,000 
majority for the city ticket. 

Mr. Rubey thinks the majority for 
William J. Bryan will exceed 40,000. In 
other words, Cowherd will run _ 11,000 
behind Bryan. 

“This is practically the same estimate 
that Mr. Rubey volunteered to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter a month ago: 

“Cowherd will lose St. Louis by prob- 
ably 7000. Cowherd will run 15,000 or 
20,000 behind Bryan.”’ 

Not only Mr. Rubey, but Ed T. Orear, 
who has taken an active part in the 
management of the campaign, are of 
the opinion that Cowherd will fall ma- 
terially below ’ Bryan. 

‘The official prediction of Chairman 
Ward of the Democratic City Central 
Committee practically concedes St. 
Louis to the Republicans. . 

Mr. Ward estimates that-in 2% out of 
the 28 wards the Democratic majority 
will be 74506, and the Republican ma- 
jority 6700. 

He omits thé Fourteenth, Fifteenth 
and Seventh wards, which are nor- 
mally Republican, and are counted on 
at this election to roll an aggregate 
majority of 1406 against the Democratie 
ticket.

WILBUR WRIGHT IS NOT 10 
TRY TO FLY GROSS COUNTRY 


American Aviator Thinks Such 
Feats Are Useless as Well

PARIS, Nov. 3.—Wilbur Wright, the 
American aeroplanist, was intervie wed 
today on the subject of the recent suc- 
cessful aeroplane flights made by Tar- 
man and Bleriot. 

He said he had no intention of imitat- 
ing then., as he considers cross-country 
trips quite useless. He.admired the 
courage of his two colleagues, Dut be- 
lteved these straightaway flights to be 
dangerous. : 

In spite of their skill and daring they

CHICAGO WOMAN 
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Four Anonymous Letters Con- 
tained First Information of 
Voorhees’ Conduct. 


SAYS SHE IS. NIGGARDLY 


Wanted Her and Nine Chil- 
dren to Live on $4 Per 
Week, She Asserts. 


Word that Prof. Voorhees had found 
an affinity in Miss Geralda Farrar, 
with her fair hair, embonpoint and 40 
years, was conveyed first to Mrs. Voor- 
hees as she toiled afield on Sunnyside 
Farm near Upper Alton, in four anony- 
mous letters mailed from Chicago last 
summer. 

Mrs. Voorhees told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the identity of the anony- 
mous letter writer was unknown to her, 
but that the letters, lengthy documents 
in a woman’s handwriting, evidently 
had been penned by one who was her 
true friend. 

“I went to Chicago as soon as pos- 
sible after receiving the letters,’’ said 
Mrs. Voorhees, ‘‘and investigated each 
accusation made in them. And I veri- 
fied the letters from beginning to end. I 
found that my ‘husband and that wom- 
an were. going to theaters and to the 
‘White City’ together and she was wear- 
ing fine clothes. 

Denies Husband’s Statement. 

Mrs. Voorhees denied with emphasis 
that she had refused capriciously to ac- 
company her husband to Chicago. 

“I stayed here because it was the only 
way that I could ge: a living for my- 
self and my children,’’ she said. ‘‘In 
fact, it was that we might have enough 
to eat on the table.”’ 

‘Here is the way ne would have 
treated us,” she said, displaying a pa- 
per covered with writing and figures in 
a man’s hand. “You see, he set down 
$4 a week as his allowance for table ex- 
pensés for myself and our children. We 
would have starved on that in Chicago. 
Yet his salary is $180 a4 month. . 
| Declares He Wes Stimzy. 
“He always was stingy with us. Sev- 
ter, then 19 years old, wanted a hat— 
needed a hat badly-—we had to beg him 


buy the hat with, and then he only fur- 
nished 50 cents. 

“Again, when our son Frank was 
about to graduate in music at the con- 
servatory in Alton the poor boy had 
miserable clothes—really just farm 
clothes. By means of a great deal of 
hard work and self-sacrifice I had ac- 
cumulated $15. I asked my husband to 
put $10 with that so that Frank could 
get some suitable clothes for his com- 
mencement. But he refused. 

‘Now Frank is married and living in 
Chicago. His father is with him and I 
feel in my heart that he is siding with 
his father against me, though I have 
had no word of that kind from Frank 
directly. 

“Prof. Voorhees, however, saw that 
he got the good things of life himself. 
In his vacations he would take trips to 


Mammoth Cave to Niagara Falls, to 
Yellowstone Park, but he never invited 
me to go with him.

KAS'T ST. LOUIS, Nov. 2, 1908. 
Editor Post-Dispatch: There are 
not villains enough in Amer- 
ica to swear lies enough to prove 
that I ever ran a saioon or ever 
had any connection whatever with 
the liquor traffic, except to oppose

An indictment is demanded by the 
Rev. W. E. Rutledge. East St. Louis 
preacher-editor, against whom a. post- 
office fraud order flas been issued. He 
says a fraud order ties his hands, but 
that he courts prosecution in court, 
that he.may have an opportunity to 
show just what attempts have been 
made to injure him and what motive 
lave been behind those attempts. 

“There are two reasons why they 
want to run me out of East St. Louis.” 
he told-a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘One 
is because I have fought the ‘gang’ 
in this city in the interest of clean 
politics, and because I intend to keep 
on fighting. 

“Another is that there are people 
in East St. Louls. whe want me to lose 
the damage suits against the men at 
Festus, Mo., who have accused me of 
being in the saloon business and brought 
other false and malicious charges 
against me. They know if I win {hose 
suits and get money on the judgments 
that I will have the upper hand here 
if I want to bring similar suits in Fast 
St.. Louis, and that I will have the funds 
to fight to a finish. 

“One of the reasons for the fraud or- 
der against me was alleged to be that 
I failed to mail out certain books. J] 
mailed those books, but the postoffice 
did not deliver thems Now they are 
making me suffer for what some enemy 
has done against me. 

“But, against a mere fraud order, } 
am helpless, although I intend to carry 
the fight to Washington,.and, if the 
Monthly Message is barred from the 
mails, I'll start a weekly paper and buin 
somebody up. 


Wants to Be Indicted, 

“If they would just indict me that 
would be all I'd ask. I said that to 
the postoffice inspectors, but they re- 
plied that, in their opinion, no indict- 
ment would be brought against me. 

“I was brutally attacked on the streets 
of East St. Louis in the dark on one 
occasion, and on another occasion two 
men me into my offiee and in the 
course of an apparently friendly con- 
versation jumped on me, knocked me 
down, kicked me and ran away. 

“I was in bed for two weeks as a re- 
sult of the injuries. received. . 

“I have been stripped of all I owned 
by the people who are fighting me 
When they began their attacks I had ar 
equity in seven houses in East St. Louis 
and was drawing more than 3100 a month

He says she had been 
extravagant in the matter of hiring 
carriages. On the occasion of the sepa- 
ration he said he found a bottle of 
whisky concealed in her muff. 

Counsel for the plaintiff sought to in- 
troduce a deposition of Mrs. Burns, but 
the other side objected. asserting the 
woman was in court.
